ORDINANCE 

to amend th< Delhi and Ajmrr-Miruuira Kent Crmtrol Ard, 1947 
Whereas an emergency has ni'ison %vhi( h makes 11 uoceHsary to amend tlio 
Dflhi and Ajmer-Merwara Rout Coni rel Art, 1947 (XIX of 1947), for the purposes 
hereinafter appearing ; 

Now, therefore, in oxorciHo of the imvers conferred by soction 42 of the 
Government of India Act, ]9.Sr) (29 Geo. o, c.2), ,n ada|hodb\ Iho India (Provisional 
Constitution) Order, 1947, the GoAwnor Gouor'd is pleased to make and promulgate 
the following Ordinance ; — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) Thm Ordinance may ho called the Dellii 
ajid Ajmor-Merwara Kent Control (Aii.ondment) Oidinance, 1947. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 1, Act XIX of 1947.- -In rl.auso (a) of Hub-soction (2) 
of Hootion 1 of the Delhi and .ijmer-llorwara Rent Coni rol Act, 1947 (horoinaftor 
referred to as the said Acl), dior Iho v.ord ' inerriises" 1 he worrls "situated in the 
Provinoe of Aimor-MonAtuu, ' sh,.!! Imi insoiled. 

3. Amendment of section 2, Act XIX of 1917.— To ihuiso (c) of -section 2 of the 
said Act the following word and si h-cliMne slmll he arlded, namely: — ■

(in) where the standard lent has been fixed under section 7A, the rent as 
so fixed 

4. Amendment of section 7, hU XfX of 1847. —In nub-soelion (1) of .section 7 
of the said Act , aftor ilv uord “p, mnses” the words, figuio (aid letter "other than 
promises to which the provisions if seoliuu TA appl\,’’ shall be inserted. 

6. Insertion of new section 7A in Ac '.XIX of 1947. — After .section 7 of the said 
Act the following Hooiion shall lo m utod, iiutiiely 

“7 A. Special provisions rtg irdinij n-'wly lorislructid pri miacs in Delhi. — (I) D 
in respect of any pro rises situated ui I'm aica of the hroAduce of Delhi to which 
this Act for the time being oxiondH, the cf/tisti uc fieri of wluch was not completed 
before the coinmeiKomoni of lids Art, the Rent Controller, on a written complaint 
or otherwise, hs.s reason to believe that the omt is excessive, he may jjrocoed to 
fix the standard rent in accordance with 1 he provisioiFS ol this section. 

(2) For the jmi'po.ses of this soction.— 

(a) the provisions of clauses 3, a, o, <1, 7, 9, 11 and 12 of, and the iSohedulo 
to, the Now Delhi House Rent f oiilrol Older, 1939, as in force immediately 
before the oommoncement of this Act, shall, the provisions of sub-seotiou (J) of 
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seotion 15 notwilhatandiiig, be rovivod and fthall extend to all aioaB in the 
Provinoo of Delhi to whieh this Act for tlio time being oxLuiids , 

(6) the tlontral Government may appoiril a person as Rent Controlled 
, who in the exercise of his funotions midor this section shall have all the powers 
of the Controller under the afoiosaid xn’ovi&ions as revived and extended by 
olause (a).”

WfiBRHAS an emergency has arisen which makes it necesHary temporarily to 
amend the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (II of 1934), lor the pur^iose herein- 
after appearing ; 

Now, THiiEEFOiini, in exercise of the xiowers conferred by section 42 of the 
Govern nent of India Act, 1935 (25 G^o. 6, c. 2), aa adapted by the India (Provi- 
sional Constitution) Order, 1947, the Governor General is pleased to make and 
promulgate the following Ordinanco : — 

1. Short title and oommenoement.— (I) Tliis Ordinance i^y bo called the 
Reserve Bank of India (Temporary Amondinent) Oi'dinanoo, 1947: 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Temporary amendment of section 18, Act It of 1934.— Dming the con- 
tinuance of this Ordinance the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934, shall have effect 
as if to olauso (3) of section 18 thereof the words “or against such other form 
of security as the Bank may consider suifioient” wore added.
